ANTERVIEW CITIZENS 


IN LOW FLYING CASE 


Bureau of Navigation Can 
Close Matter or Urge 
Court-Martial. 


RECOMMENDED ACTION 
MAY BE KNOWN TODAY 
Trial Body Could Relieve 
Aviator From Plane Serv- 
ice as Penalty. 


Investigation of the alleged low fly- 
ing of Lieut. (junior grade) Thomas B. 
Williamson, U. S. N., Hampton Roads, 
Va.. in the Mount Pleasant section Sun- 
day, is now in the hands of the Bureau 
of Navigation of the Navy Department. 

The disciplinary branch of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation has taken up the 
investigation and will forwerd its find- 
ings to Rear Admiral R. H. Leigh, chief 
of the bureau. It wil] decide whether 
to close the case or recommend a court- 
martial. 

Officers of the disciplinary oranch of 
the Bureau of Navigation began inter- 
viewing witnesses yesterday, it being 
explained at the department that no 
bodies but a court of inquiry or court- 
martial have the authority to call wit- 
nesses for interrogation. Decision to 
change the procedure of investigation 
is based on the fact that as the bulk of 
testimony probably would come from 
civilian witnesses, there would be no 
point gained in having a special court 
of inquiry, and that the Bureau of Nav- 
igation could proceed and forward its 
recommendation to the Secretary of the 
Navy, who will have final decision. 


Officers Not Revealed. 


Identity of the officers making the 
preliminary investigation was not re- 
vealed as a precautionary measure in 
the interest of fairness. 

Action on the matter may become 

known today or Monday, and in case 
a court-martial is decided, it probably 
will be held in this city, and its ses- 
sions will be open unless the Secretary 
of the Navy rules otherwise. 
‘In explanation of department pro- 
cedure in the case, it was explained 
that a board of investigation or oourt 
of inquiry is nothing more than a 
means to obtain information where 
the facts are varied and complicated, 
and that it has no power beyond this. 
It can not punish, but only recommend 
action it may think appropriate. 

If the statements of e "itnesses 
are sufficient and definite enough to 
enable the department to decide on 
appropriate action, there would be no 
necessity for it to duplicate the investi- 
gation already made by civil authori- 
ties, it was said. 

The case involves alleged violation of 
provisions of the air commerce act for- 
bidding stunt flying by commercial or 
military pilots above congested areas 
and District and military regulations 
prohibiting maneuvers within a speci- 
fied altitude. 

Action of the Naval court-martial, if 
ordered would be either exoneration 
from the charges or reprimand, relief 
from flying or loss of numbers on the 


Navy list, or any combination or all of 
the latter three. 

Department of Commerce air regula- 
tions provide a fine of $500 and dis- 
barment for violation of the regulation, 
and officials of that department assert- 
ed that Lieut. Williamson is amenable 
to this rule, which is applicable to both 
civil and military fliers. The Commerce 
Department will take no action in the 
matter, however, pending results of 
the Navy Department's finding.

Tampa, Fla., July 29—Forty-seven | 
leading citizens of Tampa have entered 
the “movies,” not by arduous strug- 
gling, but by the simple expedient of 
being photographed as they fumbled at 
the keyhole of the city’s most exclu- 
sive speakeasy, the Key Club. 

The club obtained its name from the 
fact that it catered only to the higher 
classes, both men nd women. It was 
a luxuriously furnished apartment in a 
building exactly 75 steps from the door 
of the Central Police Station. Only 


members who had keys could obtain 
admittance. 

The moving pictures were taken by | 
order of Judge Leo F. Stalnaker, mu- 
nicipal judge, who, since his election 
two months ago by the city commission, 
has thrown terror into the hearts of 
bootleggers, gamblers, and narcotic 
peddlers. 

Judge Stalnaker is only 29. He has 
strict views regarding the enforcement 
of the laws.

LIBERALS REVIVING; 
MAY HOLD BALANCE 
OF POWER IN HOUSE 


Lloyd George’s Party, Twice 
Held Dead, Wins in Three 
Recent By-Elections. 


SLOW SOCIALISM SEEN 
IN ENGLAND AS RESULT 


Former Premier Will Be Able 
to Elevate Laborites or 
Conservatives. 


By RAYMOND GRAM SWING. 
London, July 29.—The candles at 
the funeral of the British Liberal party 
have been blown out. The “corpse” has 


come to life, stretched itself, yawned 
and walked into the sunlight. 

Six months ago the Liberal party was 
dead. It was, if the language can be 
excused, twice dead. Not only were its 
leaders hopelessly divided, which is 
death in itself, but there was no large 
graphic service for Liberalism, so the 
party could not hope for recruits, an- 
other form of death. 

Lloyd George, the most mercurial per- 
sonality in English politics, was consid- 
ering whether to ally himself with La- 
bor, and become in fact, even in name, 
the leader of its right wing. He was 
weighing the thought of taking his 
straggling followers with him while 
leaving the Asquithians and the friends 
of Lord Gray to go ovef to Conserva- 
tism. 

Today the Liberal party wears the 
tokens of three by-election victories at 
its belt. Lloyd George and his most 
relentless enemy, Viscount Grey, have 
appeared publicly on the same plat- 
form, cooing like the doves of harmony. 
More than that, Liberalism has discov- 
ered a service to perform. 


British Principles Defied. 


This miracle is due to the war of 
the Tories against labor. For, in de- 
ciding to reform the House of Lorcs 
into a permanent Tory stronghold 
against Socialism, the Conservatives de- 
fied one of the deep, ingrown principles 
of British politics: the principle of 
doing things in a constitutional way. 
It would not be constitutional to place 
the reformed House of Lords beyond the 
law of the House of Commons. It 
hardly would be constitutional to re- 
form it without consulting the nation 
in a general election. 

Plenty of middle class people in Eng- 
land, neither Tory nor Socialist, were 
all ears to hear the Tories, at the last 
election, talk about the Socialist men- 
ace, and to vote Conservative on that 
score. ‘They might not be Conserva- 
tive, but they wanted to make thelr 
votes count against the Labor party. 
At that time voting Liberal meant 
throwing a ballot away. They were 
thankful they had done so when the 
general strike storm broke and was 
weathered under Baldwin’s leadership 

But then came the trade union bill, 
and the rupture with Russia, and these 
people began to worry in turn about 
Conservatism. They liked Baldwin so 
long as he was speaking for himself 
and concilliation, but they did not like 
him when he became spokesman for 
his die-hards. 


Die-Hards Cause Trouble. 


Even before the House of Lords re- 
form was announced, the Liberal party 
had already begun showing signs of 
life. That was due to the die-hard 
usurpation. of the Conservative party 
councils. These middle-class people— 
the mugwumps of England—changed 
their minds about conservatism, being 
the only alternative to Labor. Liberal- 
ism still must have a message; its doc- 
trine was not vindictive. And if it 
came to a choice between voting for a 
reactionary die-hard and a not over- 
stalwart Liberal, the Liberal on the 
whole was to be preferred. A vote for 
him at least was not a vote for feu- 
dalism. Only a tendency a few months 
ago, this return to liberalism became 
electric with the announcement of the 
lords’ scheme. The Liberals who had 
deserted the party were deeply stirred. 
It had been Liberalism that had re- 
moved the lords from active public life 
in England. Democratic government, 
through the sole power of the House 
of Commons, was its child. And now 
the child was in danger. 

So now it appears inevitable that the 
Liberal party will recapture a great 
many seats at the next election. And 
that means that the class war, the 
Tory-Labor war, will be refereed by a 
buffer party. The next House of Com- 
mons, according to present calcula- 
tions, probably will see fewer than 300 
Conservativ> members, and the re- 
mainder will be divided between Labor 
and Liberals, say 200 Labor members 
to 100 or 130 Liberals. Then, if Labor 
were to come into power, it would be 
only by a coalition with Lloyd George; 
and that would spell slow Socialism. 
Or, if Conservatism were coming into 
power, it could only be by coalition 
with the same Lloyd George, and that 
would spell still slower Socialism. 


position, 
Middle Class Holds Balance. 


Six months ago he was feeding from 
the barren sands in “the wilderness.” 
In two years he proabbly will be the 
Warwick of British politics, making or 
breaking prime ministers at his own 
whim. 

All this bears a moral: Whatever 
war, one section of the middle class 
will not have you go too far in either 
direction. 

This section was startled and 
anxious about the general strike, and 
wanted it legislated against. But it 
was not satisfied to have that legis- 
lation take on a vengeful coloring, 
And when the Die-hards took -ad- 
vantage of the situation to impose 


| House of Lords government on Eng- 


land this section turned again. 
caused a revolt in the Tory party, 
but it did more, it put life into the 
“dead” Liberal party. 

This development does not retard 
the progress of radicalism in Eng- 
land; it only determines how extrem- 
ists will behave. The redistribution 
of wealth will go on at one pace or 
another, either slowly by the Tories 
and Liberals, or at a still faster rate 
For this is 
true about England: whichever party 
or coalition has the reins, socialism, 
that is -the extension of state con- 
trol of business and the leveling off 
of wealth, will be served by all of 
them. 

It is so true that it becomes an 
ttem of news that in England a hand- 
ful cf conservatives have organized 
to preach individualism in England.

faire, individualism as a social cause 
is left to a band of missionaries! 


Democratic Action Demanded. 


Let me sum up: Two main facts 
about England in the past fifteen 
months stand out. The general strike 
was a lunge in the direction of revo- 
lution, whatever the 
most of its leaders. It is being coun- 
tered by an answering lunge in the di- 
rection of feudalism. 

The unattacked middle-class Englishn- 
man, neither a Socialist nor a lord, 
shrank away from the first lunge, and 
now shrinks similarly from the second 
He wants no war on that scale. What- 
ever is done, he says, let it be done in

Propagandist, Governor 
Tells U. of Mich. 


PUBLICITY ONLY OBJECT 


Detroit, Mich., July 29 (A.P.)—Gov. 
Albert C. Ritchie of Maryland, tn De- 
troit today en route home from ‘the 


| governors’ conference at Mackinac Is- 


land, made public a letter which re- 
vealed that he had declined an invita- 
tion to a debate on prohibition with 


Wayne B. Wheeler, of the Antisaloon | 


League. 
The invitation, according to the 


governor, was extended by R. D. Hol- 
lister, o fthe University of Michigan 
forum, in a letter last July 9. The 
governor's letter to Mr. Hollister, under 
date of July 19, said: 

“I congratulate your great institu- 
tion upon its purpose to provide a 
neutral forum for the discussion of 
this perplexing national problem, and 
I feel sincerely complimented that you 
should think me worthy to partici- 
vate 

“There are several reasons which in 
any event might prevent my accept- 
ing your invitation, but I feel that 
in candor I ought to give you the 
one that makes it impossible for me 
to do so. 

“While personally I believe our pro- 
hibition friends are taking the wrong 
track and are not only injuring the 
cause of true temperance but are also 
doing harm to the very character 
and substance of our Government, 
nevertheless, I recognize that there are 
many fair and sincere men and wom- 
en, for whom I have the utmost re- 
spect, who differ with me, and with 
whom it would be an honor to debate 
if I could arrange it. 

“But to be entirely frank, I can not 
bring myself to feel that way about 
Mr Wheeler. He is the paid protag- 
Onist of a cause, a professional propa- 
gandist, a special pleader, pure and 
simple. 

“That is his privilege, of course, but 
l can not conceive of him for one mo- 
ment as seriously considering the views 
of his opponent, however sincere, as re- 
garding any debate as an impersonal] 
and disinterested effort to test out the 
truth. So far as I know he never de- 
bates. He proclaims, dictates, abuses, 
threatens and collects. And, to my 
way of thinking, ‘Wheelerism’ is com- 
ing to be a real menace in this coun- 
try 

“I am very deeply interested in the 
subject of prohibition, 
involves a controversy between ‘wets’ 
and ‘drys,’ but because it involves a 
problem of American government and 
of civil liberty, and I would like to see 
some sane and sensible way out of the 
present wilderness evolved. But to Mr. 
Wheeler every one who is not with him 
is a ‘tool of the liquor interests’ or an 
‘enemy of society.’ 

“For a long time now we have been 
hearing about this or that person de- 
bating prohibition with Mr. Wheeler. 
I have, of course, no word of criticism 
for any one who wishes to do that, but 
personally I can see no possible object 
in debating with him unless it be to 
give publicity to him or to his op- 
ponent.”

‘Resignation Offered, Leader 
of Church Says; Rejected 
by Congregation. 


Los Angeles, Calif., July 29 (A.P.).— 
Mrs. Minnie Kennedy, mother of Aimee 
Semple McPherson, evangelist leader of 
Angelus Temple, today virtually ad- 


mitted that her daughter’s kidnaping 
story of last summer was driving them 
both out of the temple. She said “This 
diabolical conspiracy to oust both 
mother and daughter from the temple 
started immediately after the kidnap- 
ing trial. Through dark and devious 
methods it has sought its evil ends. 
never once coming out into the open.” 

Mrs. Kennedy was referring to her 
daughter’s statement of last night in 
which Mrs. McPherson admitted that 
“outside influences are pushing, heck- 
ling her.” 

Morning and early afternoon papers 
blazoned forth the announcement to- 
day by Mrs. McPherson that she in- 
tended to resign her leadership of An- 
gelus Temple and move to other fields. 
A few hours later she recalled that 
statement and said there would be no 
“immediate change.” 


Resignation to Committee. 


Mrs. McPherson said last night her 
resignation would be placed in the 
hands of the church committee to 
take effect as soon as a suitable leader 
ould be found to take her plae. Today 
her mother, Mrs. Minnie Kennedy, com- 
mented “There’s no reason to be alarm- 
ed. This is at least the sixth time 
She has said she would resign.’ 
| Last night the evangelist expressed 
her inner conflict between her desire 

to continue her work here and her wish 

to engage in world evangelical work, 
but added that she had made her 
choice and would leave Los Angeles as 
soon as a suitable leader could be ob- 
tained, and as soon as the squabble be- 
tween her mother and herself had been 
ironed out 

Her retractive statement today, made 
through the newspapers, said: 

“There is no thought of an immediate 
change. My congregation flatly refused 
to even consider my resignation and in- 
sisted that I remain as pastor.” 


Resort to the Press Again. 


The congregation insisted, she added. 
“that I remain in full charge of the 
work and spend the greater portion of 
my time with them, and that the sup- 
plement bearing my world congregation 
be an associate pastor.” 

Both women, who have resorted to 
lawyers in their verbal personal war for 
control of the temple and its finances, 
last night agreed upon demand of the 
church committee not to make any 
more statements to the press. Today 
both again were fighting their row 
through the newspapers. 

“The last thing we agreed upon,” de- 
clared Mrs. Kennedy, who has been 
ousted by her daughter as business 
manager of the church, “was that 
neither of us would make any more 
statements to the press. I can not un- 
derstand why she should immediately 
give this story (her announcement of 
her resignation) to the papers.”

Love Letters Sent Alleged 
Cult Leader Traced 
to Fraternity. 


Cleveland, Ohio, July 29 (AP.).—A 
group of fraternity boys at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan was responsible for 
the fervent love letters sent by “Red- 
Haired Anna” to Dr. Homer Thompson, 
alleged leader of a cult recently ex- 
posed, it was revealed today by postal 
inspectors. 

These letters were so different from 
hundreds of other letters from girls, 
which were seized by police when they 
raided the health cult headquarters, 
that Thompson kept them in a separate 
packet, the inspectors said. 
the letters revealed that ‘“‘Red-haired 
Anna” wanted to become a model for 
Thompson when she learned that he 
was an “artist.” 

In tracing “Anna” the postal inspec- 
tors were led to Ann Arbor, Mich., 
where they located her address—a fra- 
ternity house. The secretary of the 
chapter admitted he was “Anna.” 

While Thompson is being held here 
on a Federal charge of possessing nar- 
cotics postal inspectors are investigat- 
ing correspondence he is alleged to have 
sent through the mails.

British Again Emphasize 
View That Large Guns 
Are Offensive. 


London, July 20 (A.P.).—The eitua- 


tion at the tripartite naval conference 
in Geneva, as outlined in messages from 
W. C. Bridgeman and Viscount Cecil, 
the British delegates, was consjdered 
at a cabinet council today. It was 
authoritatively stated tonight, how- 
ever, that no special sigmificance at- 
«ached to today’s meeting. 

The cabinet is said to have made no 
fresh decisions. It is understood that 
the ministers had before them nothing 
in the shape of an official reply from 
Washington to the proposals which the 
British have submitted to the naval 
conference. 

Another cabinet council was expected 
to be called on Monday to receive any 
further communications .from Mr. 
Bridgeman and Viscount Cecil arising 
from the plenary sitting of the confer- 
ence on that day. It was said that 
this council might be of a more critical 
mature than that of today. 

The hurried calling of today’s cabl- 
net council was explained as being due 
to the fact, that through an oversight, 
the ministers had not been warned 
overnight of a meeting, as is gustom- 
ary. 

Geneva Looks Hither. 


Geneva, July 29 (AP.).—What will 
Washington do? That was the question 
everybody seemed to be asking tonight 
in British, Japanese and other non- 
American circles of the tripartite naval 
conference. 

Hugh Gibson, chief American dele- 
gate, told the British and Japangse 
plenipotentiaries yesterday he was con- 
vinced that the latest British plan 
was entirely ‘unacceptable. He added, 
however, that he would transmit the 
text to Washington. 

The Japanese delegation authorized 
the Associated Press tonight to deny 
the report which has been circulating 
abroad that the Japanese will mediate 
officially between Great Britain and 
the United States. A spokesman for 
Admiral Saito said that the Japanese 
deemed the issue between the British 
and American delegations of too deli- 
cate a nature to justify intervention, 
because the issue was one of principle 
and not of technicalities. 

The Japanese spokesman added that 
if the difficulty between the British 
and the Americans was one concern- 
ing a difference in total tonnage or 
in the given number of warships in 
any particular class, the Japanese 
might see their way to offer their 
services to mediate with some reason- 
able hope of success. He could not see 
the way clear for mediation, however, 
when there is a problem of principle 
due to the American opposition to the 
6-inch-gun cruiser and to America's 
desire: to maintain freedom concern- 
ing the construction of 8-inch-guh 
secondary cruisers. 


Japanese Pessimistic. 


The Japanese continue pessimistic 
concerning the outcome of the confer- 
ence. They seem particularly desirous 
that if the conference adjourns with- 
out achieving its purpose, this should 
be done without anything being pub- 
licly said at the final session that 
might provoke friction or lead to 
misunderstanding among the powers 
involved. . 

The Japanese idea is, and it is said 
to be the idea of the Americans also, 
that the delegates should separate 
quietly with moderately phrased state- 
ments that they had been unable to 
agree because of an honest difference 
of opinion on the various problems 
submitted to them. 

The suggestion emanating from 
British circles today, that the British 
would discuss favorably any American 
proposal for a certain numbeg of 
8-inch-gun cruisers for United States 
in addition to those permitted under 
the British plan, has apparently had 
no official follow-up. The British idea 
has not been communicated to the 
American delegation. Furthermore, the 
Japanese look askance at this sugges- 
tion, as probably involving an increase 
in the total tonnage of cruisers, which 
the Tokyo delegates desire to keep at 
the lowest possible level.

VITAMIN BIN STOMACH 


Jessie, With Door Cut Into’ 
Her Digestive System, Is 
Viewed by Chemists. 


INCUBATOR DOES WORK 


State College, Pa. July 29 (A-P.).— | 
“Jessie,” the famous Pennsylvania | 
State College cow that has been robbed 
of her gastronomic privacy through a 
door to the largest of her severab stom- 
achs as a contribution to sclemce, was 
the center of attraction for the group 
of vitamin and nutrition specialists 
attending the final session today of the 
Institute of Chemistry of the American 
Chemical Society. A little imcubator 


in Jessie's stomach has been found to 
give evidence of one of the most im- 
portant vitamin and nutritional dis- 
coveries of the times. She was found 
to have ability in this incubator to 
manufacture in wholesale lots the 
highly valuable vitamin B. 

Jessie never has been given any feed 
that contained vitamin B. It has been 
kept from her mother before her, and 
she has a calf of her own, the third 
generation to be deprived of this valu- 
able material. 

But Jessie's milk, as well as that of 
her mother, contained vitamin B. Dr. 
M. I. Mechdel, of the Penn State dairy 
department, had a door cut into Jes- 


ly digested food were taken out, ana- 
lyzed by Prof. H. C. Knutsen, of the 
college bacteriology department and 
found to be literally alive with vitamin 
B bacteria. 

So far as known the cow is the only 
animal that has ability to thrive on 
feed lacking in this necessary vitamin. 
“It is entirely possible that cultures 
of vitami’; B can be taken for human 
consumption direct from the stomach 
of Jessie or other cows as a source of 
concentrated vitaminese,” said Dr. M. 
C. Sherman, of Columbia University. 
In diseases caused by lack of vitamin 
B this culture would be 
Jessie is as lively and 
before the doorway 
stomach.

LOWMAN SAYS ORY 
WAR WILL CONTINUE, 
DESPITE: HANDICAPS 


Declares Federal Force Will 
Not Relax Efforts for 
Enforcement. 


ASSERTS MINOR CASES 
ARE HARD TO HANDLE 


Assistant Secretary Holds 
Conditions Are Improving, in 
Spite of Difficulties. 


(Associated Press.) 
Regardiess of handicaps, the Fed- 
eral authorities will not relax their 
efforts in any way “for full and com- 
plete enforcement” of the prohibition 
law in New York, declared Assistant 

Secretary Lowman yesterday. 


Recognizing that rigid enforcement 
was impossibie because of the. fact 
New York has no State prohibition 
law, limited Federal court facilities 
and an enforcement unit small in com- 
parison with the area to which it is 
assigned, Lowman asserted that these 
factors would not hinder efforts of en- 
forcement. 

“In the States where there are no 
State enforcement laws, and the local 
courts have no jurisdiction over liquor 
matters it is extremely difficult to deal 
with minor violations of the Volstead 
act,” said a statement issued by Mr. 
Lowman. “New York State is in 
point.” We are making very fair prog- 
ress with enforcement except in the 
case of these minor violations which 
should be handled in a police court. 

“No conclusion should be drawn 
from the foregoing that the Federal 
authorities will in any way relax their 
efforts for full and complete enforce- 
ment.” 


Holds Force Inadequate. 


Enlarging on his previous declaration 
that complete prohibition could not 
be brought about for some time, even 
though the enforcement squad was in- 
creased, Assistant Secretary Lowman 
said that when the citizens of New 
York become more interested in prohi- 
bition enforcement and enact a State 
prohibition law, considerably more 
could be accomplished in the way of 
law enforcement. 

The present force of approximately 
350 agents is “rather inadequate to 
undertake such a job,” he said. 

Pointing out the handicap of in- 
ability to prosecute prohibition cases in 
other than Federal courts, the Assist- 
ant Secretary declared the Treasury had 
detailed as many agents to New York 
and also to Maryland “as is safely pos- 
sible.” 

Both Lowman and Commissioner 
Doran deciared conditions were - 
proving in New York despite the ‘en- 
forcement difficulties.

GOOD BUSINESS AHEAD. 


The number of freight cars that will be re- 
quired handle the principal commodities, 
numbering 27 in all, during the third quarter 
of the current year will be 9,992,580, accord- 
ing submitted to the American 
Railway by the thirteen shippers 
regional advisory boards. This number of 
cars exceeds the requirements of the cor- 
responding period of 1926 by 4.3 per cent. 
The number of cars loaded during the months 
of July, August and September of last year 
was 9,576,383. 

The increased business activity which this 
demand indicates is general throughout the 
country with the exception of two of the thir- 
teen regional divisions. The two boards whose 
reports indicate falling off in the demand 
for transportation facilities are the South- 
western and Pacific Northwest. 

The increased demand ranges from three- 
tenths of 1 per cent in both the New England 
and regions 11.7 per cent 
in the Central Western region. The territory 
covered by each board corresponds roughly 
with territory of each Federal Reserve 
Bank. : 

The principal commodities making neces- 
Sary increased shipping facilities are cotton, 
including cottonseed and products, except oil, 
24.5 per cent; citrous fruits, 14.1 per cent; 
petroleum and products, 9.7; fresh vegetables, 
9.3; clay, gravel, sand and stone, 8.4; potatoes, 
6.3, and coal and coke, 7.1.

Decreases in grain and live stock shipments | 
as well as in iron and steel and machinery are |

These estimates, based as they are upon 
data gathered by the foremost experts in trans- 
portation matters, indicate that the general 
prosperity of the entire country is likely to 
continue during the next three months at 
least, and there is no reason to expect any- 
thing like a slump during the remaining 
months of 1927, in spite of the efforts of the 
political Jeremiahs to create a contrary im- 
pression. 


DIDN'T KNOW HOW TO PLAY. 


A young New Yorker, following in the foot- 
steps of his father, purchased a membership in 
the New York Stock Exchange in November, 
1896, for less than $20,000. For 30 years he 
traded on ‘change’ and finally decided 
that he had earned his retirement. In the 
meantime the value of the memberships had 
soared, and last May he turned over his seat 
for a consideration of $194,000. It was ex- 
pected that from then on he would be found 
on the golf course, or loafing about the grounds 
of his home, enjoying his newly found ease and 
leisure.

AMBULANCE SPEEDERS. 


In view of the fact that the legal speed limit 
throughout the District is 22 miles an hour, 
except at intersections of streets and in cer- 
tain specified sections of thoroughfares, it is 
not easy to understand why officials of 
Casualty Hospital have notified the driver of 
their ambulance that if he is caught traveling 
et a greater rate of speed than 15 miles an 
hour between intersections and 8 miles an 
hour at street crossings he will be held per- 
sonally responsible for the fine imposed. The 
order was issued upon receipt of a letter 
from the chief of police in which he threat- 
ened to arrest ambulance drivers who violated 
the speed laws. | 7 

There has been far too much unnecessary 
speeding of such vehicles through the streets. 
Only when an ambulance is actually engaged 
in a mission of mercy should it be accorded 
unusual privileges. When it is carrying an 
ill or injured individual to a hospital for 
emergency treatment or when it is proceeding

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‘to the scene of an accident, it should be per- 


mitted to hasten with all speed possible, with 
privileges in traffic similar to those accorded 
emergency vehicles of the Police or Fire 
Department. 

Hospital officials should have realized this 
long ago, and should have placed in the drivers’ 
seats of their ambulances only individuals who 
were able to decide upon their own initiative 
when it was proper and necessary to drive 
quickly. The fact that ambulance drivers 
have taken advantage of theff position made 
necessary the threat of the Police Department. 
Provided proper discretion is used, the depart- 
ment will not interfere, and it is up to hos- 
pital authorities and the drivers they employ 
to make possible the granting of special) traffic 
privileges to ambulances. 


“IN TIME OF PEACE.” 


Should the time come when the United States 
is again engaged in war the Army will not be 
so unprepared in the matter of material for the 
commissioned personnel as was the case in 
April, 1917. 

The War Department makes public the in- 
formation that Uncle Sam is operating a 
“correspondence school,” upon the roster of 
which are more names than are found in the 
combined student bodies of Yale, Harvard, 
Princeton, Notre Dame, Cornell, Leland Stan- 
ford, Dartmouth and Duke. There are 30,000 
students enrolled; among them are judges, 
representatives in Congress, bankers and 
authors, dentists and civil engineers. In fact, 
there is scarcely a trade, occupation or pro- 
fession unrepresented in the list of students of 
this greatest of all correspondence schools. 

The curriculum also would appear to em- 
brace all lines of human knowledge, there 
being 312 subcourses of instruction offered. 
The prime object of this great school is to 
furnish military training economically to the 
citizen soldier. No other educational institu- 
tion ever gained popularity at the speed at- 
tained by this Army school. It is but five 
years since it was inaugurated and each year 
sees an increase of thousands of names on the 
enrollment. 

When the United States entered the World 
War the commander in chief of the military 
establishment was badly hampered by the lack 
of trained men for the commissioned places. 
This lack was apparent in every branch of the 
service. Chaplains could, of course, be made 
out of ministers, but they would have been 
better ‘“‘sky pilots’ had they possessed better 
knowledge of military sociology and the rules 
of modern warfare. Ministers enrolled in the 
school are instructed in those lines, and doctors 
learn more about military hygiene than they 
could possibly acquire in private practice. 

So it is with all the courses offered. Each 
was prepared with the view to training the 
citizen soldier by officers in the special service 
schools of the Army, with the design of “‘per- 
petuating peace through thorough preparation 
for war.’’

IN REMOTE KANSU. 


Transoceanic aviators link continents in a 
matter of hours. News is flashed around the 
world with only a few minutes delay. Wash- 
ington may talk to London instantly. Time 
and distance have dwindled so that they have 
little meaning. But there are still hidden 
places, which not even all the wonders of 
modern science have placed in the figurative 
back yard of every man. Only this week the 
world learned the nature of a disaster that 
occurred two months ago in a remote province 
of China and is said to have caused the death 
of 100,000 persons. 

Science pointed to Kansu on May 22 when 


| the seismograph at Georgetown and other lab- 


oratories recorded a Violent disturbance in the 
earth’s crust, but the trembling record traced 
by the needle could not be confirmed. It al- 
most seemed as if for once the mechanical 
finger which writes of earthquakes had been 
mistaken. It was hard to believe that an 
upheaval of such intensity could have taken 
place without some word from the stricken 
area. The disaster occurred, however, at the 
place where science located it. 

There are only a few places remaining so 
inaccessible. Kansu’s inhabitants might al- 
most be upon another planet, so far as the 
advantages of civilization and contacts with 
the outside world are concerned. Cities, towns 
and villages have been wiped out, but Kansu 
is too far removed to get its story to the 
world, and to receive in return the assistance 
that would be extended in a more accessible 
region. 


SANCTIONING WRONG SPEECH. 


A jury acting for the National Council of 
Teachers of English has sanctioned the misuse 
of shall, will, who and whom as acceptable 
and idiomatic forms of the English language. 
The nice distinction between may and can is, 
in the opinion of the same authority, no longer 
applicable or enforceable. It refused to place 
the stamp of its approval on ‘‘none are” or 
“it is me,’’ but expressed the belief that origi- 
nality and forcefulness are more to be desired 
than errorless speech. 

Once more the purists yield to colloquial 
forms of expressions. The United States lacks 
a public body such as the French Academy, 
charged with the duty of deciding when new 
words have passed through their novitiate. 
The decision is left to public taste and fancy, 
and in consequence English grows and changes 
with all the greater rapidity. It is in’ fact 
a losing battle that the purists in this country 
wage. The people are not concerned with 
the niceties of speech. They use the language 
as a convenience, a means to an end, and bend 
it to their purpose. The purists may rave, 
but barbarisms and idioms grow like weeds 
despite them. All they can do is to assemble 
in solemn conclave once in so often and give 
their approval to what has already been ac- 
complished.

CHICAGO'S TRAGEDY.

Several investigations, including one 
Government inspectors, are under way. Until 
they have been completed no blame can be 
placed.

Pres- 
sure remains high off the south Atlantic Coast, 
and it is relatively high from Montana and 
Wyoming eastward to the upper lake region. 
This pressure distribution has been attended 
by local thundershowers within the last 
hours in the Ohio, the lower Missouri, and 
middie Mississippi Valleys, the southern lake 
region, Arkansas, the southern plains States, 
the Rocky Mountain region, Utah, Florida, and 
in portions of the middle Atlantic and North 
Atlantic States. The temperature has fallen 
from the southern lake r - or and the upper 
Ohio Valley southwestward to Arkansas and 
Oklahoma. BElsewhere it has not eersed ma- 
terially. 

The indications are for local thundershowers 
Saturday in Kentucky and portions of West 
Virginia and Virginia, and for scattered thun- 
dershowers Saturday and Sunday in Tennessee 
and the south Atlantic and east gulf States. 
Otherwise mostly fair weather will prevail Sat- 
urday and Sunday in the States east of the 
Mississippi! River. The temperature will be 
somewhat lower Saturday in Tennessee, and 
in the Atlantic States as far south as North 
Carolina.

Politics Institute Is Told of 
Rapprochement Between 
France and Germany. 


CHARGE DEFENDS NEW 
REGIME OF HUNGARY 


Contradicts Prof. Spencer, 
Who Sees Many Dictators 
in War’s Wake. 


Williamstown, Mass,, July 29 (A.P.).— 
The bitterness in France and Germany 


engendered by the Versailles treaty is 
disappearing and a rapprochment be- 
tween those States is developing which 
presages a stable European peace, Count 
Carlo Sforza, Italian diplomat, said to- 
day in an address before the Institute 
of Polititcs. 

“The real feud between France and 
Germany,” he said, “had its deepest 
cause in their mental divergency, a gulf 
which is being slowly spanned.” 

In the years following the war, Count 
Sforza said, France was surrounded by 
an isolation that was painful to her, 
and notwithstanding all her deeds, 
speeches and attempts at explanation 
was branded in all parts of the world 
as militaristic. 


Self-Defense Mistaken. 


“Thus what was really her effort to 
strengthen and fortify her victory at 
all points, which the rest of the world 
mistook for aggressive miliiarism, was 


in reality only the French impulse of | 


self-defense,” the speaker declared. 


“German nationalistic tendencies, on | 


the other hand, constitute no real men- 
ace to France,” he continued. “Just as 
Poincare’s last ministry of union na- 
tionale has given a new force to the 
policy of conciliation begun in 1922, so 


the leadership of Hindenburg in Ger- | 


many means not a bar but an opening 
to further rapprochements.”

Sees Dictators Rising. 


Instead of making the world safe for 
democracy the World War fertilized the 
political field for a crop of dictators, 
Prof. Spencer said in an address at the 
first general conference of the institute 
today. 

Citing Poland, Italy, Spain and Rus- 
sla as examples of nations in which 
parliamentary government is on the 
decline, Prof. Spencer qualified his as- 
sertion that the war prepared the way 
for dictators by saying that “neither 
the war nor reconstruction primarily 
produced dictatorships, although both 
episodes exposed and aggravated anti- 
democratic elements.” 

This, he said, was demonstrated by 
the alignment of neutral and van- 
quished and victorious war-time pow- 
ers with dictatorial tendencies. 

“However,” Prof. Spencer said, “it ts 
to dictatorship’s credit that in some 
cases its energetic unity has facilitated

New York, July 29 (A.P.).—Edward R. 
Stettinius, partner in the firm of J 
P, Morgan & Co., who died September 
3, 1925, left gross assets of $5,948,376 
and a net estate of $5,339,662, accord- 
ing to an appraisal filed.today at the 
office of the State tax cOmmission. His 
interest in the Morgan firm was ap- 
praised at $3,277,996. 

In an affidavit accompanying the 
appraisal J. P. Morgan explained why 
no good will in the firm was. listed 
among the assets of the estate. No 
matter how capable a partner in the 
Morgan firm is, no man is indispensable 
to the firm itself, he intimated, ex- 
Plaining that each partner holds only 
a minority interest, and can be ex- 
pelled at any time.

dictatorship through a coup d’etat legal | 
in form but revolutionary in spirit.” | 

Russia, Prof. Spencer said, is mark- | 
ing time politically, with her “proudly | 
flaunted dictatorship, she is no worse, | 
and hardly better, off than before the | 
revolution, from the viewpoint of | 
constitutional government.” 

Pilsudski’s rule in Poland, Prof. | 
Spencer said, does not involve powers 
or prestige that would embarrass him. 
“He will rather master it, become 
minister of war and if need be, premier 
and hence give the appearance of 
fitting into the constitutional mechan- 
ism.” 

Interallied debts, La’':n America and 
China were subjects of round-table 
discussion at the institute today. 

Dr. Joseph S. Davis, of Stanford Uni- 
versity, who is leading the interna- 
tional debts discussion, declared that 
the three great financial problems now 
facing America—interallied debts, Ger- 
man reparations and private invest- 
ment abroad by Americans—none has 
been permanently settled and no con- 
sensus of understanding has been 
reached. 


Holds Issue Paramount. 


Dissatisfaction over the interallied 
settlements, both in this country and 
in Europe, and uncertainty as to 
whether Germany will be able to make 
the higher payments that will soon be 
due under the Dawes plan, make recog- 
nition of these finnacial problems para- 
mount at this time, he averred. 

Dr. Walter MacLaren, executive secre- 
tary of the institute, expressed the 
Opinion that neither Vice President 
Dawes nor Owen D. Young, in formu- 
lating the German reparations agree- 
ment, believed it would constitute a 
definite settlement of the problem. 

Turning to Latin America, Prof. W. R. 
Shepherd, of Columbia University, de- 
clared that the United States, since the 
war, faces two possibilities in its rela- 
tions with the southern republics; it 
will either regard them as “spheres of 
interest” for the United States alone, as 
the countries of Europe comprehend 
that term, or an American Society of 
Nations will arise in which “reasonable 
parity of advancement, a thorough 
mutuality of sentiment, and the main- 
tenance of a spirit of good will may | 
restore between the United States and 
its southern fellows, the New World 
community of independent sovereign | 
nations that existed a century ago.” 

Prof. Harold S. Quigley, of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, and a member 
of the Chinese Social and Political | 
Science Association, reviewing the 
Chinese situation, declared China’s 
main problem to be the formation of a 
central, stable government, with which 
the powers may deal in revision of 
treaties. The control of the Tuchuns 
or military governors, will be difficult 
to break in forming such a govern- 
ment, he said. 

“The most that can be hoped for,” 
he added, “is a working agreement in 
the nature of a _ confederation be- 
tween them. The central government 
of this confederation would consist of 
a ‘council of elders’ representing the 
influential regions or factions, whose 
powers would increase as necessity de- 
mands.” 

This plan, Prof. Quigley said, has 
won considerable support in China and 
would probably be followed in sub- 
stance even if the central government 
Reccmnee nationalist. . '

TN MORE ACTIVE BUYING | 


‘Investment Demand Shows 
Improved Tone—utilities 
Buoyant. 


FOREIGN LIST IRREGULAR 


New York, July 29 #£(Associated 
Press) —Bonds today commanded 
slightly higher prices in a somewhat 
more active market. A stiffening ten- 
dency in the call money rate was re- 
garded as natural, in view of month- 
end requirement for funds, and further 
easing of acceptance rates hac a 
greater influence on the market’s trend. 
Lowering of the Kansas City Federal 
Reserve Bank’s rediscount rate revived 
hope in some quarters that 4 ‘similar 
action might follow here, but the im- 
pression was more general that no 
downward revision of the New York 
rate was likely because of the danger 
of causing inflation of security and 
commodity prices. 

The ag ong mand displayed an 
improved fone, centering chiefly in 
high grade rail "ene such as the 
Chesapeake 5s, Erie Refunding 5s, and 
Illinois Central refunding 4s. At the 
same time there was a revival of in- 
terest in semispeculative bonds, espe- 
clally Erie “D” 4s, which gained nearly 
2 points and sold only a fraction be- 
low their low record price. Delaware 
é& Hudson 5s also were buoyant. 

Third Avenue Adjustment 5s again 
featured the utility group, advancing 
briskly in further reflection of expecta- 
tion that action will soon be taken 
regarding interest payments. Brooklyn 
Union Gas 514s, which are convertible 
into common, followed the rise of the 
stock and touched a new peak of 206. 

Among the industrials, Colorado Fuel 
5s reflected the favorable outlook in the 
steel industry by crossing 102 to a 
new peak. 

Bonds of rubber companies were 
freely offered, but Goodyear 5s were 
well absorbed. North American Cement 
61448 broke a point to a new low. for 
the year. 

Trading in the foreign department 
was well distributed, but prices were 
rather irregular. Firmness was dis- 
played by French and Italian securities, 
and Mexican bonds moved forward on 
announcement that cash warrants are 
to be paid shortly 

Federal Government obligations were 
quiet, but prices showed a slight ten- 
dency upward. Liberty second 4148 
changed hands in fair volume with 
little effect on the price.

Charge to Motorists. 


The fault may have been the pedes- 
trian’s, according to evidence, or it may | 
be attributed to some particular cause, 
but, nevertheless, the fact stands that 
if these three kinds of driving were out- 
lawed from the streets, the fighters in 
the common campaign to reduce traf- 
fic casualties bring driving down 
to the level of saneness could hang up 
their gloves and call the fight won. If | 
motorists drive properly, as a UuS- | 
ual rule will not kill people. 

Traffic experts are beginning more | 
and more to charge to motorists the re- | 
sponsibility for killings and injuries. 
And motorists, it is indicated, will be 
expected more and more to shoulder the 
responsibility They constitute the 
danger. Pedestrians are not dangerous 
to motorists. And despite the fact that 
pedestrians must be attentive and care- 
ful, and avoid risks, the settling mo- 
tion of natural justice is coming more 
and more to charge the motorist with | 
his keeping. 

It might be regarded as a law of jJus- 
tice that a person, becoming a poten- 
tial danger, is responsible to others in 
the degree that he is dangerous. There 
is no ,jhalf-and-half rule of responsibil- 
ity between a man in a machine who is 
dangerous and a man in the street who 
is endangered. It is not right, and will 
not be considered so very long. The 
motorist must shoulder his part of the 
responsibility by driving with care, by 
being all attention while driving, and 
by keeping within such a speed limit 
as conditions demand.

Reckless Driving Worst. 


These are the opposites of the kinds 
of driving which are the subject of 
this article, and if all motorists will 
obey them, traffic accidents will be- 
come a rarity rather than an everyday 
occurrence. 

The worst offense of the _ streets, 
because of its toll of deaths and in- 
juries, is reckless driving. The records 
of the Traffic Bureau attribute to 
reckless driving four deaths and 490 
injuries occurring last year. Reckless 
driving indicates willfulness, as a rule. 

To inattentive driving, the second 
worst offense, one death and 361 in- 
juries were attributed last year. An- 
other point to be stressed is that speed- 
ing last year killed one person and 
injured 13 others. And the reason this 
should be stressed is that these cases 
of speeding seldom exceeded 30 miles 
an hour, for speeding in excess of that 
rate is usually classed as reckless

Reckless driving, of course, has many 
forms, the majority of which, however, 
are classed as criminal practices. The 
following practices, although often 
classed under other heads, when com- 
mitted recklessly, always become reck-~- 
less driving: 

Driving on the wrong side of the 
atreet, driving in a zigzag fashion, and 
driving at a reckless speed, the worst

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Safety Hint 


Motorists would do well to deter- 
mine a dead-line distanc: for vehi- 
cles coming from the opposite direc- 
tion when they attempt to pass a 
vehicle on a comparatively marrow 
street or highway. They should not 
guess, but do a little beforehand 
calculating. 

For instance, at average speed on 
| a highway vehicles are coming to- 
ward each other at the rate of 75 
or 80 feet a second. A motorist 
should give himself five seconds in 
which to pass another vehicle. 
Something might happen. That 
means that the vehicle coming from 
the opposite direction should be at 
least 400 feet away when he attempts 
to pass. Let that be the dead-line 
distance for average speed. And if 
the vehicle coming from the oppo- 
site direction is obviously traveling 
fast, it would be better to let it pass

As a class, the drivers of small de- 
livery trucks are the worst offenders 
at reckless driving, Traffic Bureau offi- 
cials say. These drivers are usually 
irresponsible youths who work for 


| small establishments, such as groceries 


and other small shops. There is little 
over them, and. they go 
their way, pell-mell, recklessly, 
thoughtlessly. Owners of large fleets of 
vehicles usually demand caution on the 
part of the drivers. This apparently 
does not occur to the small shop 
owner, 

The second worst offenders at reck- 
less driving are the “sheiks” and stu- 
dents who race the streets with second- 
hand, cheap cars, usually painted with 
devices and dare-devil signs. 


Called “Flying Fools.” 


These “flying fools,” as Traffic Bu- | 


reau officials call them, will cut cor- 
ners, swerve their cars. around in the 
middle of the street without giving a 
signal, and generally ignore all rules 
of safety and sanity. 

A third offender is the rum-runner, 
who usually is a reckless «driver. The 
worst cases of traffic law violation have 
involved the rum-runner.

Because Delay Threatens 
Highway Plans. 


| Steps were taken yesterday to induce 
| Justice Jennings Bailey of the District 
Supreme Oourt to take a. different 
| view of the shortcomings of the old 
maps of the highway plan, prepared in 
1898, because of which defects he last 
week dismissed a case for the condem- 
nation of land to open Taylor street 
northwest in the vicinity of Soldiers 
Home. 

Justice Bailey sustained a technical 
point raised by an attorney for an in- 
terested property owner, that the maps 
of the highway plan did not contain 
notations, as required specifically by 
law, of the boundaries, dimensions and 
areas of all streets proposed to be 
opened, including Taylor street. 

When the point was raised Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Alex H. Bell, jr., 

who was trying the case for the Dis- 
| trict, asked District Surveyor Melvin C. 
| Hazen for the maps, and, sure enough, 
the part of Taylor street sought to be 
condemned appeared thereon without 
the notations referred to. Bell there- 
upon admitted the truth of the allega 
tion 


Threatened by Delay. 

District officials have been  per- 
turbed about the matter ever since, 
because much work in developing the 
highway plan threatened to be de- 
|layed. Col. William B. Ladue, engineer 
commissioner, visited Hazen’s office 
}and went over the plat books with him 
While in many cases the dimensions 
and boundaries of streets are not re- 
| corded, the maps being mere contour 
sketches of the projected roadways, a 
table containing the square foot and 
acre areas of each street was found in 
the front of each plat book 

It was decided to lay before the 
court the fact that the areas are there 
and that the dimensions and boun- 
daries could easily be figured in each 
case by use of the scale of the map, 
assuming the drafting had been cor- 
rectly done. This work ‘; done, as a 
matter of fact, as to each street be- 
fore condemnation proceedings are 
istarted. The effort will be to con- 
vince Justice Bailey that the terms of 
the law are thus virtually complied 
i with.
